WASHINGTON, Sspt. 28—Since the

The Norwegian Trade Union Con- 
gress, which concluded its sessions in 
Osio Sept. 1, resulted in several vic- 
tories for the Communists and an ab- 
solute defeat for the reformists, es- 
pecially on the question of the labor 
bureau in Geneva which is part of the 
league of nations. 

The proposal for representation in 
Geneva was voted down 147 to 76. 
The proposal that the various affill- 
ated unions should be allowed to send 
representatives was also voted down 
by an overwhelming majority. The 
congfess also endorsed the Anglo- 
Russian trade union unity committee 
and the seoretariat was instructed to 
appoint representatives to the com-¢ 
mittee if such would be provided for. 


Russian Unions Represented. 


The Russian trade unions were rep- 
resented by Comrade Belinsky, who 
was received by great ovations in.the 
congress and who participated both in 
the discussion on Geneva and trade 
union unity. 7 

The Norwegian unions, in spite of 
the reformist leadership, have main- 
tained friendly relations with the 
Russian unions which have sent fra- 
ternal delegates to the various union 
congresses. 


Reformist Fraternal Delegate Insults 
Congress. 


The fraternal delegate from the 
Swedish unions, Johanson, told the 
congress that if it would not go to 
Geneva it would be impossible to have 
any unity of action with the Swedish 
unions, and thus demonstrated that 
the reformists are against trade union 
unity on the basis of the class strug- 
gle, but will rather work to become 
part of their respective capitalist gov- 
ernments.

tain circumstances. In other words, 
the railway worker joins the railway 
union to defend and promote the in- 
terests of the working class. The same 
is true of the miners and dockers and 
others. 

NLESS we are willing to go back, 

the possibility of a national 
strike has to be faced. We are told 
it may lead to bloodshed. I sincerely 
hope it will not, but I frankly fear ft 
may. In such a gigantic conflict, and 
all that it implies, the capitalists of 
this country, in my opinion, would not 
hesitate to stave off defeat by the use 
of a few bullets. 

“If a fascisti organization that can 
be obtained by voluntary contribu- 
tions of a few thousand pounds a year 
is sufficient for this purpose, well and 
good. The workers, true to their pacz- 
fist teachers, may ‘turn the other 
cheek,’ and, having got a buliet in it, 
return to their work, confident that 
they have done all that respectability 
permits. But if in the ranks of the 
workers there should be a fair sprinkl- 
ing of heathens, who are not ‘other- 
cheekers,’ it may be necessary to em-~- 
ploy machine-guns against them.

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has in store for us, or what sacrifices 
the workers in:j@ crisis may have to 
make, We are,jonly asked to decide 
now whether we should advance or 
retreat.

against the workers of other lands. 
If the Minority Movement means no 
more than this, well and good, but ff, 
on the contrary, its aim is to establish 

a ‘Red Army’ in Britain, then much 
more than’ words and high-sounding 
phrases are needed. There must be 
organized drilling, purchases of arms, 
explosives, airplanes, etc.” 

ND in the same issue comes the 

answer in a letter from a rank 
and filer (reprinted in full in the 
DAILY WORKER of Sept. 19, tn art- 
icle “British Labor Breaks with Im- 
perialism”) who shows that the em- 
ploying class is wild with fear, look- 
ing upon even “moderate” labor lead- 
ers as “Reds,” and is seriously pre- 
paring to smash the British labor 
movement by force. This rank and 
filer is a “‘moderate,” but he says: 

“I would therefore plead earnestly 
with all who have the'labor cause at 
heart that they prepare to meet this 
danger while they have still time.

HAT has brought forward the 

issue of armed struggle so quick- 
ly and burningly? 

The answer is the revolutionization 
of the British labor movement, and 
the determination of the British gov- 
ernment to (in the words of advice 
given it by the Chicago Tribune) 
“smash this menace while tlfere is yet 
time.” 

The Scarborough Trades Congress, 
representing the, organized millions of 
British labor, decided upon a revolu- 
tionary course, marked by the follow- 
ing: 

(1) “This congress declares that 
the trade union movement must or- 
ganize to prepare the trade unions 
in conjunction with the party of the 
workers to struggle for the over. 
throw of capitalism.” it warns 
against schemes of co-partnership, 
and declares for a shop committee 
movement “to force the capitalists 
to relinquish thelr grip on industry.” 

(2) Approved of the Anglo-Rus- 
sian Unity Commission, and deolar- 
od “We consider it our duty to stand 
by the Russian workers.” 

(3) Declared for world unity of 
the trade union movement on the 
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Attack on T. U. E. L. Not 
Exactly Appreciated

UR party, the Workers (Commun- 
ist) Party is now in the process of 
Bolshevik reorganization. It is a dif- 
ficult task and it etragns every ounce 
of the energy of the party. What are 
the main difficulties? The first one 
consists in the fact that the reorgan- 


ization follows after a severe faction-. 


al fight within the party (which in it- 
self is a part of this process of Bol- 
ghevization and which Is not yet out- 
lived). Secondly, the party in the 
course of this process, and also as a 
part of it, must wage a relentless 
struggle againdt ‘the social-democratic, 
opportunist tendencies still remaining 
within its ranks. And, finally, there 
is this difficulty: that the party is 
composed overwhelmingly of foreign 
born workers and that it must accom- 
plish the task of welding together 
these workers, who speak seventeen 
different languages, into one monolit- 
ic, Bolshevik structure. 
The party will overcome all these 
difficulties. The recent party conven- 
on has shown that the overwhelm- 
g majority of the party is loyal to 
the party and to the Communist Inter- 
/Mational in the struggle against the 
opportunist elements. If there were 
any Triends of Lore at this convention, 
they did not dare to raise their voice 
in his defense. The subsequent con- 
ventions of the Jewish and Greek sec- 
tions of the party and the New York 
conference of the German section fur- 
nish additional profs that the oppar- 
tunist elements will not find any ap- 
preciable following among the mem- 
bership of the party. In the Jewish 
convention not a voice was raised in 
efense of Lore; on the contrary, his 
rmer followers made a declaration 
itting their errors and pledging 
loyalty to the Comintern. The Greek 
nvention went unanimously on re- 
tord for the Bolshevization of the 
party and the fight against Loreism. 


* At the German conference in New 


York among a hundred participants, 
only two raised a feeble voice in de- 
fense of Lore. 

UR party is overwhelmingly prolet- 

arian in its composition, and this 
is a guarantee that it will come out 
victorious and with little losses from 
the struggle to rid itself of oppor- 
tunist tendencies, and elements. 

But how successful will it be in 
overcoming the difficulty of language 
divisions? The answer to this we 
must seek in the objective conditions 
within the American proletariat of 
which the party is an inseparable 
part. The language divisions within 
our party are but a reflection of the 
language barriers existing within the 
American working class. Comrade 
Pepper in his pamphlet “For a Labor 
Party” presented, for the first time 
in the American Communlst literature, 
ah analysis of the American working 
class. He pointed out the historical 
divisions into skilled and unskilled, 
native and foreign born, and what im- 
portance these factors played itn the 
past as an obstacle to the unification 
of the American working class and 
the development of its political con- 
sciousness. He also. pointed out that 
since the world war deep changes oc- 


eured within the American working 
class—-a great levelling process has 
taken place: the unskilled workers 
were able to raise considerably their 
working conditions so as to approach 
the skilled; on the other hand, with 
the practical cessation of immigration 
and emigration, the foretgn born work- 
ers became “Americanized” to a great 
degree. They have learned the lan- 
Euage, entered the trade unions: the 
Zigantic struggles which mark the 
after war period brougne a further 
rapproachement between re native 
and the foreign born workers. The 
common suffering from governmental 
oppression served the same end. 
T is to the everlasting credit of our 
party, as the leader of the Amer- 
ican working class, that on the basis 
of the correct analysis of these condi- 
tions, made in its name by Comrade 
Pepper, it formulated its slogan “For 
a Labor Party” and for a time was a 
leader in this movement assisting the 
American workers in the process of 
freeing themselves from the political 
leadership of the bourgeoisie. It Is 
again on the basis of the correct 
analysis of these changes within the 
American working class that the lead- 
ership of the party can now go to the 
membership and inspire it with confi- 
dence that it will overcome the ob- 
stacie which the language divisions 


place in the way to Bolshevik reorgan- 
ization of the party. This reorganiza- 
tion in one of its aspects can be con-

party. The language sections form such 
an overwhelming part of the member- 
ship of the party; the conditions of 
the workers within them are essent- 
lally so similar that it would be an 
error to obscure the great meaning of 
the Bolshevik reorganization by ap- 
proaching it from the narrow view- 
point of some unimportant peculari- 
ties of a given language section. On 
the contrary, all the implications 
which the reorganization carries for 
the party as a whole, are true for the 
various language sections. They all 
center around this fact that the ‘party 
is making the workshop the starting 
point and the basis of all its activi- 
ties. For the entire party, this means 
the establishment of a broader and a 
deeper contact with the masses of the 
workers and, for the language sections 
it signifies the abandonment of their 
isolation and coming into closer con- 
tact with the struggle of the Amer- 
ican proletariat. 

T would be erroneous to suppose 

that with the reorganization the 

party would confine its activities only 
to the participation in the conflicts 
arising in the workshops and would 
abandon its activities and.. struggles 
in other fields. Similarly in relation to 
the language sectins the reorganiza- 
tion does not signify that they, will 
lose their contact with and cease ‘act- 
ivities in the organizations of the fore- 
ign born workers outside the Shop. 

While establishing our part? fitmiy 
in the mines and mills and workshops 
let us be on guard against the’ téeha- 
ency of “economism,” a tendeney ' be 
against which the Russian Conrmupist 
Party had to wage a relentless. fight. 
This tendency has already eae 
shown itself within our party.

T manifests itself clearly in* some dt 

the shop bulletins of the already 
existing shop nuclei of the party when 
they deal exclusively with the grte- 
vances of the workers in the particu- 
jar shop when they fail to give them 
political interpretatiog, when they 
ignore completely the political strug- 
gles in the country outside the shop 
and the struggles of the workers 
against the rule of capitalism thruout 
the world. The “complete orientation 
of our party toward industry and the 
industrial workers as the only sound 
basis for a Communist party” of which 
some of our comrades speak, niust not 
be interpreted ag the lowering of the 
party to the fevel of purely economic 
struggles of the workers; on the con- 
trary, the reorganization means that 
the party will strive and will be in- 
creasingly able to “politicalize” these 
struggles developing them into a 
struggle for power. The shop is only 
a starting point but our party strives 
to lead the workers out of the shop 
and into the struggle for the conquest 
of political power. We must firmly re- 
member this. 

The main factor which has to be 
taken into account in the process of 
the reorganization of the language 
sections is the degree of their 
Communist development. Is is essent- 
ial that in such sections in which the 
remnants of social-democratic ideol- 
ogy persist, yet strongly, the party 
should start an energetic and imme- 
diate campaign to win over the mem- 
bership to the Communist view point. 

Our party went thru six years of 
Communist struggles. With this back- 
ground, there is no doubt et it will | 

be able to proceed with determination 
and carry out successfully the task 
of reorganization—to become a more

France’ Brot to Terms. 


For a long time France held out 
against the security pact because Ger- 
many’s demands were not only a big 
American loan and some modification 
of the Dawes’ plan to save her from 
an impending crisis, but evacuation of 
the Rhineland as well as Cologne and 
the recovery of territory, ultimately, 
on the eastern frontier taken from 
her by the Versailles treaties, and 
made into part of France’s puppet na- 
tions between Germany and ‘Russia. 
The implied threat was if Germany 
didn’t get aid from the “west she 
would “turn toward the east,” i, e. 
make a. rapprochement with Soviet 
Russia. 

By combined British and American 
financial pressure upon bankrupt 
France, particularly the demand of 
America for funding of the $4,200,000, 
000 debt, France was made to listen 
to “reason.” Evacuation of Cologne 
is arranged under the cover of the 
sudden discovery by the French that 
“German defaults in disarmament are 
merely technical and can easily be 
overlooked.”
